THE TYTAM RESERVOIR, 


‘With reference to the extension of Tytata 
reservoir, in the course of his annual address to 
the Council, the G- vernor sald :— 


1 will now explain the fotention of the Govern- 
ment In respect to the Tytam Reservolr. An. 
insufficlent supply of water Is considered to rank 
among the several defects of sanitation with 
which we have had todeal. To meet this defect 
the Government proposes as soon a3 possible to 
ralse the existing reservoir at Tytam by rz 
feet G inches We propose also to construct # 
welr 10 feet above the level of the-existing ove 
and to sarmount the same by 9 moveable sluice 
capable of raising the top water level of the 
reservelr to a helpht of 12 feet 6 Inches above its 
present level, It le‘anticlpated that these works 
under normal conditions will increaee the storage 
capacity of the reservoir by 78,000,000 gallons, 
and possibly by the uve cf the slulce by 
98,0co,000 gallons,” The total storage capacity 
of Tytam Reservoir ofcne will. then: be

{s estimsted at $60,000, an amount which can 
be falsly charged against the Loan of 1892.

A forest that cannot be eradicated 1s the fourth 
wonder: No matter what {njory is doue to the 
roots of the trees, which sire large pines, they 
wilt sprout up again directly, like the phoenix 
from her ashes. : 

The fifth is the most wonderful of all. ‘Tt {s 
the famous “floating stone,” It stands, or seems 
fo stand, In front of the palace exected in its 
honour, Itds an irregular cuba of great bulk, 
Tt appears to be restlag on the ground, free from 
support on all sides, but, strange to say, two men 
at opposite ends of g rope may pat inder the 
stone without encountering any obstacle what- 


ever, 

The sixth wonder {s the “hot stone," which, 
from remote ages, has Jain, glowing with heat, 
onthe top ofa high hill, ° 

The seventh and last Korean wonder isa drop 
of the sweat of Buddha, For 30 paces. around 
the temple fo which it 1a enshrined not a blade 
of grass will grow.

ae Can ; 

Itis difficult to understand why any sbip- 
master should lake undne riske in navigating 
hisvessel. If he has had expertence be must 
be aware of .ita many perils and perhaps bas 
indelibly impressed upon ble mind some 
par'icolar tlme of great danger to his vessel. 
Yet, without doubt, certaln of them are nof 
#0 carefel to provide against pomible dangers 
as they should he. In entering or leaving a 
port’ eufficlent data should be at hand ta 
enable ashipmaster under ordinarycircumstances 
to avold the dangerour polots in the harbour. 
There are conditions of course under which the 
best guldec would fall. Nevertheless, the ship. 
master should always be equloped with charts 
and sailing directions corrected ae near up to 
date as possible, Having thus done hfs part in 
the matter, should accident happen he would 
feel that he had done all that was required of 
him and'tmust consequently be exonerated from 
blame. :
